In time of war it amounts to large ſums ; and a 
rize-agent, who on this account may become conſiderably indebted to the Hoſpital, will find 
any difficulties which occur ih the ſettlement of-theſe demands greatly leſſened, by being himſelf 
an acting Director.

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One of the Chaplains lately appointed has a ſeat at this Board; which he

The Seamen, who conſider the Marines as intruders in the Hoſpital, make a diſtinction in fayour 
of themſelves, which ought to be attended to. A Seaman has a regular and early education for his 
profeſſion, and when diſcharged from his Majeſty's ſervice, enters again into that of the Merchants, 
and never thinks of applying for relief till he is really worn out in the Sea- ſervice. The Marine has 


not an early education for his profeſſion; ſpends great part of his life on ſhore, as a Soldier; and, 


when diſcharged, is generally maintained by Government till admitted into the Hoſpital. 
This, without attempting to form diſtinctions on the nature or importance of the ſervices to this 
Country, gives the Seaman, when he does apply, a right to indulgences to which the Marine has

If the Contractor had not fulfilled his contract, he ought to have been pro- 


ſecuted for the penalty, or proper ſtockings procured at his expence : returning 


one third of. thoſe delivered was a very feeble attempt to obtain juſtice for the 
Hoſpital, or for the Men; and it is ſtrongly ſuſpected that the ſame ſtocking 
were afterwards re-delivered, as they were equally bad. But the fault was in 
the contract itſelf: twenty pence a pair had been for ſome years given to a 
reputable and honeſt Citizen of London, a Mr. Pope; and he ſupplied ſuch as 
were ſubſtantial, and laſted the full term, three pair for two years, as they 
were ſuch as could not be bought by the ſingle pair "under Two Shillings.
